the  head  of  a  new  manufacture  of  Porcelain — 
In  this  honed:  and  mod  obliging  Merchant’s 
houfe,  which  is  capable  of  receiving  at  lead 
fix  Gentlemen  and  their  fervants,  Mr.  Kettil- 
by  of  the  County  of  Northumberland,  his 
family,  myfelf  and  fervant,  were  commodi- 
oufly  and  reafonably  lodged — Under  this  plan 
of  Monfieur  Le  Febure,  the  reader  will  find  a 
table  of  the  expence  for  diet  and  lodging  of 
a  fingle  Gentleman  with  only  one  domedic, 
or  any  more  extenfive  accommodation  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  fame  moderate  and  equitable  pro¬ 
portion — I  have  thought  proper  to  annex  to

difpute  the  point  with  him — The  worthy  Doc¬ 
tor,  not  contented  with  having  favoured  the 
world  with  a  full  account  of  the  Gout,  and 
permitted  his  gouty  readers  to  draw  inferences 
for  themfelves,  was  pleafed  to  draw  a  very 
adventurous,  and  I  am  fure  a  very  uncomfor- 
table  one,  for  them — He  told  us,  that  from 
his  book,  would  be  clearly  feen  the  folly  or  baf& 
nefs  of  all  pretenders  to  the  cure  of  the  Gout. — 

There  is  nothing  like  it,  when  one  draws 
a  literary  fword,  to  take  care  that  it  carry 
two  edges — with  the  one,  to  punifh  the  teme¬ 
rity  of  thofe  who  go  before  us*,  with  the  other, 
of  thofe  who  may  come  after  us. - 

This  was  exactly  the  cafe  with  Dr.  War¬ 
ner — He  thought  proper  to  arrange  under 
one  or  other  of  thofe  very  reputable  claffes ,  of  folly 
or  hafenefs ,  every  purfuit,  previous  to  the  age 
in  which  he  lived,  or  fubfequent  to  it,  after  a 
fpecific  for  the  Gout — Nay,  fo  careful  was  the 
Doctor,  left  the  gouty  world  fhould  not  have 
prejudices  enough  of  their  own,  that  in  thea- 
bove  alfertion — which  however  could  not  dif- 
poffefs  me  of  at  leaft  a  pleafing  illufion  to  the 
contrary— he  provides  them  with  a  very  power¬ 
ful  one — He  dignifies,  with  the  epithet  of

faculty  of  pfyyfic,  who  friendly;,  to  the  cafe 
and  happinefs  of  mankind.,  and  having  pof- 
feffed  himfelf  of  a  fecret,  whether  the  refult  of 
itudy  or  accident,  it  matters  not,  fhould  offer 
it  to  their  fervice,  as  a  cure  of  one  of  the 
moil  painful  and  afflictive  of  all  human  dis¬ 
orders —

I  mean  not  to  bear  too  hard  upon  the  me¬ 
mory  of  the  late  Dr.  Warner — buried  be  his 
prejudices  concerning  this  point — the  incur a- 
bility  of  the  Gout — in  the  fame  grave  with  him¬ 
felf — his  benevolent  labours  for  it’s  relief — be 
they  long  and  gratefully  remembered  by 
every  gouty-brother— — - 

One  more  remark  upon  the  Doctor’s  book, 
and  I  no  more  difturb  the  facred  afhes  of  the 
dead — In  the  heat  of  this  learned  ecclefialtic's 
zeal  againft  every  poflible  pretender  to  the  cure 
of  the  Gout,  he  overlooked  the  fide-blow  he 
{truck  by  it  at  the  reputation  of  his  favourite 
Sydenham,  whom  at  the  opening  of  his  Trea- 
tife,  he  fo  juftly  {files  Immortal — either  by 
defign  or  inadvertence,  it  feems  to  have  palled 
him  by,  that  the  fame  venerable  father  of  phy- 

fic,  while  with  his  wonted  candor,  he  con-

feffes,  that  after  more  than  thirty  years  expe¬

rience  of  the  Gout  in  his  own  cafe,  he  had  not 
been  able  to  difcover  a  fpecific  for  it ;  yet  * 
does  he  deliver  it  as  his  opinion,  that  in  fome 
future  time  it  probably  might  be  difcovered— 
So  far  from  throwing  at  random,  like  Dr. 
Warner,  any  fligma  upon  the  painful  and 
laborious  enquirers  after  this  grand  arcanum — 
Sydenham,  himfelf  the  illuilrious  inventor  of 
the  cool  regimen  in  the  Small-pox,  encourages 
the  Profeffors  of  Phylic,  to  invefligate  a  reme¬ 
dy  for  the  radical  cure  of  the  Gout - — - 

It  was  under  the  fandtion  of  the  authority 
of  this  great  man,  whom  Boerhaave,  much  to

his  honour,  entitles  the  Prince  of  Englifh 
Phyficians,  that  I  had  always  prefumed  to 
entertain  a  belief,  that  the  Gout  was  not  in¬ 
curable — and  much  confolation,  I  muft  con- 
fels,  has  this  belief,  (fuppported  indeed  and 
ftrengthened,  by  a  firm  reliance  in  the  divine 
benignity)  adminiftered  to  me  in  many  a  fe- 
vere  paroxifm  of  this  moft  cruel  diflemper — 
and  even  under  not  a  few  difappointments  in 
thefeveral  experiments  I  have  made,  fometimes 
upon  my  own  judgement,  fometimes  upon 
the  judgement  of  others,  to  cure  myfelf  of  my 
diforder — 

For,  capable  as  I  hope  I  am,  of  bearing  pain 
with  as  manly  a  fortitude  as  the  hardieft  gouty 
Veteran  ;  I  have,  however,  adted  in  my  own 
regard  conformably  to  my  fyftem — At  one 
time,  I  have  treated  the  Gout  as  an  inflamma¬ 
tion,  and  tried  the  effedt  of  bleeding — at  an¬ 
other,  I  have  confidered  it,  as  being  poflibly 
the  refult  of  an  over-prevalence  of  certain  hu¬ 
mours  in  the  flomach  or  inteflines,  and  have 
tried  the  effedt  of  purging — I  have  endea¬ 
voured  to  expel  the  gouty  matter  through  the 
pores  of  the  fkin  by  fudcrifics — and  I  have  un¬ 
dergone  a  courfe  of  foap  medicines,  in  hopes 
of  finding  a  cure  in  the  diuretic-method — and

always  with  equal  fuccefs,  that  is  to  fay,  with¬ 
out  producing  in  myfelf  the  lead:  alteration 
for  the  better — With  refpedt  to  the  popular  to¬ 
pical  applications — the  rye  plaider  and  the 
bootikyn — I  think  myfelf  much  indebted  to 
them — From  my  own  experience  of  both,  I 
may  venture  to  pronounce  they  are  fafe,  and 
all'eviative  of  pain — the  latter  appears  to  me 
the  more  preferable — as  it  produces  the  fame 
effedt,  and  is,  at  the  fame  time,  more  plea- 
fant  and  cleanly  than  the  former . — — 

Difappointed,  but  not  defeated,  !  had  dill 
gone  on  to  cherifh  hopes,  that  a  fpecific  for 
the  Gout  would  one  day  be  difcovered — In 
one  point  I  had  profited  by  my  feveral  expe¬ 
riments — I  had  at  lead  convinced  myfelf  by 
them,  as  my  own  family  can  bear  me  witnefs, 
and  by  the  different  authors  I  had  read  upon 
the  fubjedt,  that  any  medicine,  happily  adapt¬ 
ed  to  the  cure  of  this  mod  dreadful  diforder,

Swifs  Tindture—Mr.  Drake’s  Remedy,  See.  See . 
&C-. — -or  Dr.  Hill’s  truly  innocent  Elixir  of 
Bardana — I  confefs  I  never  have — certain  ob¬ 
jections,  of  no  importance  in  this  place,  had 
deterred,  but  not  determined  me  againit 
them — Ear,  very  far  from  cenfuring,  I  honour

thefe  Gentlemen  for  their  laudable  attempts 
in  the  caufe  of  humanity — and  whoever  has 
failed  in  his  refearches  into  the  caufe  and  cure 
of  the  Gout,  has  ever,  with  me,  carried  this 
applaufe,  that — magnis  tamen  excidit  aufis — 

Thus  happily  prepofiefled  in  behalf  of 
every  pretender  to  the  cure  of  the  Gout — the 
gouty-reader,  for  to  fuch  alone  I  write,  will 
not  be  furprized  that  I  gave  a  very  ready  at¬ 
tention  to  the  firft  accounts  I  received  of  Dr, 
Le  Fevre’s  remedy — .

This  was  a  conviction  fufficient  for  me— but  this 
amounts  not  to  demondration — the  Liege  me- 
dicine,  it  may  be  faid,  may  fucceed  in  fome 
conditutions,  but  may  fail  in  future  experi¬ 
ments — I  allow  the  force  of  the  argument— 
it  mud  be  acknowledg’d  the  fydem  is  riot  yet 
complete — it  needs  the  confirmation  of  time 
—The  foundation  upon  which  I  build  my 
hopes,  may,  after  all,  prove  fallacious — I  trud 
it  will  not— but  fhould,  even  in  the  event, 
my  expectations  appear  to  have  been  too 
warm,  every  gouty  brother,  who  may  do  me 
the  honour  to  read  my  Pamphlet,  will,  I  hope, 
give  me  fome  little  credit  for  having  taken 
the  pains  to  colled  and  exhibit  to  him  a  much 
higher  degree  of  evidence,  of  the  chances  of  his 
receiving  a  complete  cure,  than  was  exhibited 
to  me,  when  I  adventured  to  become  the  fird 
Englifh  patient,  that  ever  made  a  journey  to 
Germany,  for  the  exprefs  purpofe  of  taking 
the  Gout  Powders.

Mr.  Robinfon)  to  whom  Monfieur 
Le  Fevre  had  adminifter’d  his  medicine  in 
1767  and  1768,  were  of  inferior  rank — that 
the  Englifh  pafs  hadily  thro’  Liege,  and  hold 
little  communication  with  the  inhabitants — • 
and  that  the  rumour  of  one  Englifh  Gentle¬ 
man’s  having  been  a  patient  of  a  foreign  Phy- 
fician,  weighs  more  with  an  Englifhman — 
fuch  is  our  amiable  partiality  for  our  country¬ 
men — than  the  cafes  of  fifty  Foreigners — To^ 
the  truth  of  this,  if  my  information  be  true*, 
a  certain  Noble  Lord  can  bear  witnefs — A  con-

very  perfectly,  fo  that  it  is  podible  his  letter  might  convey 
an  intelligence  not  altogether  fo  clear  and  confident,  as 
might  have  been  wifhed — — 


fiderable 
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ifidemble  time  finee,  did  his  Lordfhip  receive 
from  Liege — fuch  is  even  in  Germany  the  re¬ 
verence  of  his  virtues-a  narrative  of  Mr.  Robin- 
fon’s  cafe  and  cure — Rut  he  took  no  notice  of 
either  the  letter*  writer  or  letter — Should  this 

recall  the  circumftance  to  my  Lord - ’s 

memory,  it  would  give  me  the  higheft  fatisfac- 
tion,  were  he  now  to  pay  more  attention  to  it 
— for  happy  Ihould  I  be,  to  fee  a  Nobleman, 
who  does  fo  much  honour  to  his  country,  re- 
Itor’d,  from  a  martyr’d  Rate  of  the  Gout,  to  the 
full  and  perfect  enjoyment  of  his  health - - 

The  other  remark  is — that  it  may  appear 
an  adt  of  temerity  and  precipitation  to  ‘  have 
embarked  for  Germany,  to  take  a  new  medi¬ 
cine  for  the  Gout,  without  having  fubmitted 
the  cafe  and  cure  of  Mr.  Robinfon,  together 
with  my  own,  to  the  connderation  of  fome 
eminent  Englilh  Phylician — It  is  very  true  I 
did  not — an  opinion  had  been  adopted  by  fo 
many  of  the  molt  able  and  ingenious  men  of 
the  profeffion,  that  the  Gout  was  a  remedy 
and  not  a  diftemper,  that  I  iraift  have  natural¬ 
ly  expected  to  have  had  my  defign  treated  as 
vifionary  and  romantic — and  in  good  truth,  I 
had  too  little  reafon  to  be  fo  enamour’d  of  the 
Gout,  as  to  expofe  myfelf  to  the  hazard  of 

any 
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any  diffuafives  from  the  trial  of  a  probable 
experiment  to  get  cured  of  it —

And  befides — from  certain  very  ferious  fym- 
ptoms  attending  a  fevere  fit,  which  I  had  in 
Auguft  lad,  I  was  induced  to  think,  that  the 
rifk,  if  there  were  any,  was  of  little  confequence 
— Life  itfelf  was  apparently  brought  into  dan¬ 
ger,  by  the  frequency  and  feyerity  of  the  gouty 
attacks — and  even,  during  the  pendency  of  a 
confu  mutation  I  rather  wifh’d  than  dreaded,  I 
had  the  mod  uncomfortable  profped:,  from  the 
•chalky  excrefcences  which  had  been  the  relics 
of  my  late  fits,  of  being  reduced,  at  an  early  time 
of  life,  into  an  abfolqte  cretaceous  fubdance.

As  I  have  taken  the  liberty  in  the  pre¬ 
ceding  pages,  to  offer  frankly  to  the  confidera- 
tion  of  the  gouty  readers,  my  own  induce¬ 
ments  fo  readily  to  lidcn  to  the  pretenfions  of 
Dr.  Le  Fevre* — may  I  beg  their  indulgence,  for 
continuing  in  the  following  fheets,  to  make 
ufe  of  the  fird  perfon,  and  in  the  fame  man¬ 
ner  to  date  my  evidence  of  the  probability, 
that  a  fpecific  is  at  length  obtained  for  the 

Gout,  as  I  have  dated :my  own  motives  for

going  to  Liege  to  colled:  it  ? — - —

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I  have  faid,  that  it  was  in  confequence  of 
Mr.  Booth’s  letter,  containing,  according  to 
my  apprehenfion,  an  authentic  teftimony  of 
.the  fafety  and  certainty  of  the  Liege  medicine, 
that  I  had  taken  my  refolution — the  refult  was, 
that  in  lefs  than  a  fortnight  after  the  receipt  of 
it,  I  had  performed  my  little  journey,  and  was 
arrived  in  that  City - 

I  received  here,  the  afternoon  of  my  arrival, 
an  ample  and  very  particular  confirmation, 
from  the  mouth  of  Mr.  B.obinfon,  of  every 
circumfiance  recited  in  Mr.  Booth’s  narrative — 
By  this  Gentleman  I  was  introduced  to  Dr, 
Le  Fevre -

J  can  with  the  ftridfefi:  truth  affirm,  that  in 
a  long  and  very  interefting  converfation  I  held 
with  the  Dodtor — upon  the  fubjedf  of  the  Gout 
and  his  mode  of  treating  it — I  received  fuch 
entire  fatisfadfion,  that  if  I  had  till  that  time 
harboured  any  latent  little  doubts,  they  were 
all  difpelled — and  I  never  engaged  in  any 
adtion  of  my  life  with  more  pleafure,  or  con¬ 
fidence  of  the  probable  fuccels  of'  it,  than  in 
refigning  myfelf  up  to  the  medical  care  and 
condudf  of  this  Phyfician— — - 


This 
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This  Gentleman — the  foie  proprietor  and 
difcoverer  of  this  molt  extraordinary  remedy 

— tho’  he  is  married  into  a  Liegois  family,  and

has  been  a  conliderable  time  fettled  at  Lieee, 
is  himfelf  a  native  of  Douay  in  Flanders — 
In  the  Univerlity  of  that  City  he  received  his 
education,  and  accomplilhed  himfelf  for  the 
profeffion  of  Phylic — At  an  age,  early  for  an 
Englifh  Phylician  to  rife  into  fame  and  emi¬ 
nence,  the  reputation  of  Monf.  Le  Fevre  was  fo 
well  eftablifh’d  at  Liege,  that  he  was  appoint¬ 
ed  one  of  the  Phylicians  to  the  late  Prince, 
the  Cardinal  of  Bavaria — He  is  now  only 
Thirty -eight — and  it  is  about  five  years,  fince 
he  firft  made  the  declaration,  that  he  had 
difcovered  a  medicine  capable  of  curing  the

firmnefs  as  to  convince  the  hearer,  that  the  Doc¬ 
tor  is  himfelf  allured,  upon  the  moft  folid 
grounds,  of  the  invincible  efficacy  of  his  me¬ 
dicine — Of  this  there  cannot  perhaps  be  a 
more  fatisfadfory  proof,  than  the  patience  and 
moderation  of  Le  Fevre  in  continuing  at  Liege, 
when  it  is  moft  apparent  he  might  enrich  him¬ 
felf,  with  confiderably  more  rapidity,  by 
making  a  tour  to  England — Not  that  he 
has  any  repugnancy  to  the  journey,  but  he 
defers  it,  I  give  his  own  words,  till  the  fuc- 
cefs  of  his  manner  of  treating  the  Gout  has 
been  afcertained  by  a  fufficient  number  of  un¬ 
objectionable  experiments — after  which,  I  have

Before 
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Before  I  fpeak  of  Dr.  Le  Fevre’s  medicine 
—the  manner  of  adminidering  it — its  effedts 
—and  the  regimen  to  be  obferved  during  the 
taking  of  it — I  mud  mention  a  prejudice  which 
may  probably  be  entertained  againd  it — not 
very  eafily  removeable — and  which  is  worfe — ■ 
a  prejudice  that  I  fhrewdly  fufpedt,  the  Doctor 
himfelf,  with  all  his  good  qualities,  has  too 
much  of  the  wifdom  of  this  world,  to  be  in  any 
great  hade  at  prefent  to  remove — namely — that 
what  the  Gout  medicine  is — is  likely  to  remain 
a  profound  fecret — what  the  condiment  parts 
are,  he  locks  up  carefully  in  his  own  bread: — ■ 
and  it  feems  it  is  not  conformable  to  the  regular 
practice  of  phylic,  to  make  any  referve  or  con¬ 
cealment  of  the  ingredients  of  a  prefeription 
— How  far  a  contrary  condudt  may  bejudifi- 

able,  I  take  not  upon  me  to  determine — in  my 
own  opinion  I  think  it  is— That  it  agrees  not 

with  the  fydem  obferved  by  the  College  of 
Englifh  Phyficians,  I  well  know — -but  dill  I 
do  not  apprehend  it  diffident  to  rank  a  man, 
or  his  medicine,  under  the  predicament  of 
quackery  and  empiricifm,  becaufe  in  a  An¬ 
gle  indance  he  takes  the  liberty  of  deviating 
from  a  fydem— I  do  fuppofe  it  did  not  empty* 
the  mind  of  Dr.  James,  of  that  treafure  of 
medical  knowledge,  which  he  is  known  to 

poffiefs. 
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pofifefs,  becaufe  he  invented  and  kept  to  his  own 
private  profit  and  advantage,  a  very  noble  me¬ 
dicine  for  the  cure  of  Fevers,  without  making 
the  College  acquainted  with  the  fecret — -In  like 
manner  will  the  phyfical  fkill  and  abilities  of 
my  friend  Le  Fevre,  in  other  parts  of  his  prac¬ 
tice,  receive  not  the  leaft  diminution,  becaufe 
he  has  had  the  good  fortune  and  ingenuity  to 
find  out  a  remedy  for  the  cure  of  the  Gout,  of 
which  he  avails  himfelf  to  his  own  peculiar  and 
foie  emolument — and  which  if  it  goes  on  to 
fucceed,  as  it  hitherto  has  done,  will  in  a  courfe 
of  not  very  many  years,  render  him  one  of  the 
richefl  men  in  Europe—— 

Dr.  Le  Fevre’sGout  medicine,  of  which  I  am 
now  to  give  a  defcription,  is  a  white  and  almofl: 
taftelefs  powder — it  is  adminiftered  by  the  Dr. 
himfelf  to  his  patients,  at  fome  hour  of  the 

morning,  in  the  quantity  of  not  quite  a  tea- 

*  » 

fpoonful — This  dofe  is  repeated  for  ten  fuc- 
ceffive  mornings — whether  before  or  after 
breakfafl  is  immaterial — and  a  glafs  of  cold 
water,  that  has  been  boiled,  is  drank  immediate¬ 
ly  after  the  powders,  in  order  that  every  par¬ 
ticle  of  the  medicine  may  be  conveyed  into 
the  flomach — The  whole  quantity  neceffary 
to  be  taken,  confifts  of  thirty  dofes — thefe  are 

C  divided 
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divided  into  three  courfes — between  each  of 
which  is  an  interval  of  twenty  days — that  is — 
to  the  firft  courfe  of  ten  days,  fucceeds  an  inter¬ 
val  of  twenty  days,  during  which  time  you 
take  no  medicine,  and  live  according  to  your 
ufual  manner,  avoiding  only  excefs  of  any  kind 
— In  like  manner  does  the  fame  fpace  of  twenty 
days  intervene,  between  the  fecond  and  third 
courfe,  the  laft  dofe  of  which  completes  the 
quantity  of  medicine  requifite  to  be  taken 
by  every  gouty  perfon,  let  the  cafe  be  ever  fo 
inveterate,  for  the  radical  cure  of  his  diforder. 

The  regimen  to  be  obferved,  during  each 
courfe  of  the  Powders,  is  by  no  means  rigid  or 
difficult— nor  does  it  confift  in  any  reftraint, 
but  what  a  moderately  temperate  man  may  fub- 
mit  to,  without  much  violence  to  his  ufual 
manner  of  living — Dr.  Le  Fevre  requires  his 
patients,  during  the  ten  days  they  are  taking 
the  medicine,  to  abftain  only  from  acids,  falted 
meats,  hign-feafoned  d idles,  and  legumes  •,  to 
drink  no  wines  unmixed  with  water, 'and  not  to 
exceed  the  quantity  of  a  pint  of  wine  thus  diluted, 
during  the  day — The  wines  he  recommends  are 
the  red-wines  of  France,  and  the  Rheniffi  or 
Mofelle  wines- — ftridtly  forbidding  the  highly- 
fermented  white  wines  of  Chmpagne — the 

ftrong 
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ftrong  and  heating  wines  of  Spain,  Portugal; 
and  the  Ifland  of  Madeira — all  forts  of  liqueurs 
— and  every  article  of  diet,  either  liquid  or 
folid,  in  any  remarkable  degree  heating  or 
inflammatory - 

I  have  already,  I  believe,  intimated,  that  the 
Gout  powders  operate,  by  augmenting  the  fe- 
cretion  of  fweat  and  urine — but  this  augmen¬ 
tation,  as  may  eaflly  be  imagined,  varies  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  different  conftitutions  of  the 
patients — In  fome  perfons,  as  will  be  feen  un- 
der  their  refpedtive  cafes,  who  have  been  of  a 
fudorific  habit,  the  evacuations  by  fweat  are 
reprefented  to  have  been  copious,  and  abun¬ 
dant — in  others  they  have  not  been  fo  pro- 
fufe — and  in  fome  fcarcely  any  at  all — but  in 
all,  with  whom  I  have  converted,  there  has 
been  an  evident  increafe  in  the  dicharge  of  urine 
— and  in  one  patient,  the  urine  made,  during 
the  time  of  taking  the  powders,  was  unufually 
thick  and  turbid,  and  abounding  with  a  glairy 
matter. 

With  regard  to  the  operation  of  the  powders 
in  my  own  cafe — as  it  early  entered  into  my 
defign  to  colled!,  as  tar  as  I  was  able,  for  the 
fatisf&dtion  of  my  gouty  brethren,  every  cir- 

cumftance 
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cumftance  relative  to  the  Liege  medicine,  that 
might  be  interefling  or  important— I  was  of 
courfe,  peculiarly  attentive  to  every,  the  mi¬ 
nuted:  change  wrought  in  myfelf,  which  might 
fairly  be  fuppofed  to  refuit  from  the  addon  of 
the  Powders,  during  the  whole  time  of  the 
three  courfes — fo  as  to  be  able  to  fpeak,  with 

accuracy  and  precifion,  of  the  effedts  in  my 
own  cafe  and  conflitution,  of  this  very  amaz¬ 
ing  remedy— 

I  have  hinted  in  fome  of  the  preceding  pages, 
in  j unification  of  the  ardor  with  which  I  em¬ 
braced  the  refolution  of  taking  Dr.  Le  Fevre’s 
remedy,  that  my  laid  fit  of  the  Gout,  in  the 
months  of  July  and  Auguft  1769,  had  been 
attended  with  fome  alarming  circumftances — ■ 
It  may  be  neceffary  therefore,  before  I  come  to 
fpeak  of  any  of  the  curative  indications  of  the 
Gout  powders  in  myfelf,  to  ftate  my  own  cafe, 
which  I  fliall  do  as  fairly,  as  I  fhall — the  phy- 
fical  operations  of  the  medicine,  and  any 
other  perceivable  effects,  upon  which  I  build 
my  hopes,  that  in  the  courfe  of  eighteen  or 
twenty  months,  the  time  allotted  for  the  final 
eradication  of  the  gouty  humour,  I  fhall  find 
myfelf  completely  cured  of  the  Gout — 


At 


At  fo  early  an  age  as  twenty-nine,  in  the 
fummer  of  the  year  1762,  I  had  the  Hrft  re¬ 
gular  attack  of  the  Gout — I  might  have  had 
before  that  period  flight  gouty  difpofitions — 
but  they  were  too  infignificant  to  entitle  me 
to  the  dignity  of  being  a  gouty  fubjedb — Whe¬ 
ther  I  am  indebted  for  this  diflindion  to  any 
hereditary  right,  or  merely  to  acquifitipn,  I 
will  not  pretend  exadly  to  afcertain — probably 
to  both  caufes — My  Father  has  now  had  the 
honour  of  an  inveterate  Gout  near  forty  years, 
and  it  is  not  unlikely  but  I  may  have  myfelf 
accelerated  the  maturity  of  the  inherent  gouty 
matter,  by  living  rather  too  freely  in  the  ju¬ 
venile  years  of  my  life - 

Let  this  be  as  it  may — the  Hrft  fit,  though 
it  was  confined  only  to  the  right  hand,  was  fo 
exceedingly  fevere,  that  the  joint  of  the  wrift 
has  continued  enlarged,  and  the  hand  in  a 
certain  degree  ftiff  and  lwelled  till  very  lately 
— For  the  firft  three  years  the  gouty  fits  were 
neither  fo  frequent  or  fo  violent,  as  they  after¬ 
wards  became -

I  had  feldom  more  than  two,  or  at  the  mod:, 

three  returns  of  the  diforder  in  the  courfe  of 

the  year — The  parts  affeded  were  only  the 

right 
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right  hand  and  both  feet;  and  in  the  intervals 
of  the  fits,  the  latter  fo  well  recovered  their 
tone,  that  I  could  walk  with  little  or  no  per¬ 
ceptible  lamenefs — But  for  the  lafb  four  years 
the  fury  of  this  cruel  diltemper  had  increafed 
to  a  very  confiderable  height — infomuch — that 
I  never  efcaped  four  periodical  attacks  in  every 
year,  during  each  of  which  ,  every  part  of  me 
almoft,  except  my  head,  has  been  the  fubjedt 
of  the'moft  exquifite  torture— Had  the  duration 
of  the  gouty  fits  been  proportionate  to  their 
feverity,  nature  muft  have  funk  exhaufted 
under  them — I  was  feldom,  it  is  true,  confin’d 

to  the  houfe  above  three  weeks— but  in  this 
fpace  I  have  experienced  the  Gout  in  nearly 
all  its  varieties — generally  for  the  laft  two  or 
three  years,  not  a  fit  has  terminated,  without- 
the  Gout’s  having  diffufed  itfelf  over  both  feet 
— both  knees — my  two  hands — the  elbows— 
my  back  and  fhoulders — breafi: — and  not  un- 
frequently  my  ftomach — Repeated  and  violent 
attacks  in  my  feet  had  fo  enfeebled  the  ancle 
and  inltep-joints,  that  I  can  with  great  truth 
affirm,  that  for  the  three  laft  years  I  have  been 
at  no  time  able  to  walk  without  a  very  appa¬ 
rent  lamenefs  and  a  certain  degree  of  pain — 
I  have  more  than  once  had  the  Gout  in  my 
throat— the  organs  of  articulation  have  been 

affe&ed 
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affected  by  it — feveral  of  my  joints  have  been 
enlarged — I  have  gouty  excrefcences  in  feveral 
parts  of  me — and  at  the  clofe  of  the  laft  tre¬ 
mendous  fit  in  July  1769,  after  the  entire  cef- 
fation  of  the  gouty  pains,  I  had  the  utmoft 
reafons  to  apprehend  the  coming  on  of  a  Co¬ 
ma-vigil — an  almoft  unconquerable  wakeful- 
nefs  having  fucceeded  the  evacuation  of  the 
gouty  humour  by  its  ufual  channels,  imputa¬ 
ble  to  no  other  caufe,  that  I  can  affign,  un- 
lefs  to  fome  new  variety  of  this  intricate  and 
hitherto  inexplicable  diforder— — 

It  was  in  this  infirm,  and  in  fome  degree 

J  o 

crippled  ftate,  that  I  prefented  myfelf  in  Sep¬ 
tember  laft  to  Dr.  Le  Fevre — and  I  com¬ 
menced  taking  his  Powders  the  day  after  my 
ftrft  interview  with  him — I  cannot  with  any 
certainty  affirm  that  during  the  firft  courfe, 
confiding  as  I  have  before  obferved  of  ten  fuc- 
ceffive  dofes,  I  perceived  the  medicine  to  ope¬ 
rate  by  any  evacuation  whatfoever — neither 
was  I  fenfible  of  any  material  alteration  in  the 
ftate  of  my  diforder,  excepting  that  in  the 
beginning  of  the  courfe  I  had  a  flight  gouty 
attack  in  my  left  elbow,  which  contrary  to 
the  general  nature  of  my  Gout,  fpread  itfelf 
to  none  of  the  adjacent  parts,  but  after  con¬ 
fining: 
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fining  itfelf,  without  any  confiderable  pain,  for 
three  days,  to  that  fingle  articulation,  difap- 
pear’d,  leaving  the  part  affedted  at  full  liberty. 

At  about  the  third  or  fourth  day,  of  the  in- 

» 

terval  fucceding  the  firft  courfe,  I  began  to 
perceive  a  very  evident  increafe  in  the  fecretion 
of  urine  ;  this  has  continued  with  a  very  tri¬ 
fling  variation  to  fometimes  a  greater,  fome- 
times  a  lefs  quantity,  nearly  in  the  proportion 

of  three  to  two,  to  the  prefent  moment— 
With  regard  to  the  other  evacuation,  by  which 
the  gouty  patient  is  to  expedt  this  medicine 
alfo  to  operate,  that  of  perfpiration,  I  had  ex¬ 
perienced  not  any  very  perceptible  difference 
- — neither  have  I  hitherto,  either  during  the 
hours  of  repofe,  or  in  the  day  time,  ex¬ 
cept  upon  exercife,  been  fenfible  of  any  fuch 
augmented  perfpiration,  as  is  produced  by  any 
of  the  ufual  fudorifics — I  have  reafon  indeed 
to  believe,  that  in  confequence  of  any  brifk 
motion,  either  of  riding  or  walking,  firit  a 
gentle  glow,  and  immediately  afterwards  an 
eruption  of  fweat,  more  quickly  fupervenes, 
than  was  heretofore  cuftomary  with  me — 
And  in  refpedt  of  infenfible  perfpiration,  I 
have  not  the  lead  doubt,  but  the  Powders 
have  adted  upon  me  with  confiderable  force — -

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‘—For  to  this  caufe  alone  can  I  impute*  that 
with  a  better  appetite  and  digedion,  and  with 
all  the  animal  functions  in  a  more  perfedt  and 
healthy  date  than  they  have  been  for  many 
years  pad,  my  conditional  tendency  to 
grow  corpulent,  for  the  prefent  at  lead,  is 
very  comfortably  fufpended - 

At  the  expiration  of  the  ufual  interval, 
during  which  the  gouty  patient  is  at  liberty 
to  return  to  his  ordinary  mode  of  living, 
taking  care  to  obferve  temperance  and  regu¬ 
larity,  I  refumed  the  taking  of  the  Powders 
— Towards  the  conclufion  of  the  fecond 

courfe,  all  other  circumdances  continuing  the 
fame,  I  had  an  attack  of  the  Gout  in  my  left 
knee,  at  the  time  of  going  to-bed,  diffidently 
fmart  to  make  me  expedt  the  approach  of  a 

regular  fit,  accompanied,  as  my  fits  generally 
have  been,  with  a  long  train  of  dreadful 
fymptoms — But  in  this  I  was  agreeably  dis¬ 
appointed-*— For  though  the  part  grew  diff, 
fwelPd,  and  became  indamed — yet  did  it  de¬ 
prive  me  of  very  little  red,  and  the  next 
morning  was  redor’d  to  its  former  pliancy — • 

I  have  omitted  I  believe  to  mention,  that 
Walking  every  day,  for  as  long  a  time  as  the 

D  perfon 
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perfon  can  bear  it,  makes  part  of  the  regimen 
prefcribed  by  Dr.  Le  Fevre  to  his  Gout- 
patients — This  I  could  giadly  have  difpenfed 
with — for  though  a  certain  fanguine  advocate 
for  the  Liege  medicine,  is  too  apt  to  flatter  his 
friends,  that  after  the  firft  five  days  of  taking 
it,  they  fhall  walk  almoft  as  well  as  himfelf, 
with  which  hopes  he  flattered  me — yet  were 
my  feet  and  ankles  little,  if  at  all,  amended 
at  the  end  of  the  fecond  courfe — I  fubmitted 
pretty  regularly  to  the  difcipline  of  walking 
— but  truth  compels  me  to  acknowledge,  that 
it  continued,  even  to  the  laft  dofe  of  the  Pow¬ 
ders,  to  be  a  real  penance  to  me — neither 
during  the  whole  time  of  my  refidence  at 
Liege  — however  highly  I  reverence  this  noble 
medicine — was  I  able  to  difguife  the  lamenefs 
with  which  I  was  aflfedted — nor  to  walk ’with¬ 
out  pain — At  the  commencement  of  the  laft 
courfe,  which  was,  as  before,  at  the  diftance 
of  twenty  days  from  the  termination  of  the 
former,  I  was  again  alarm’d  with  a  very 
lharp  attack  of  the  Gout  in  the  knuckle  of 
the  fore-finger  of  my  right  hand — -I  expedled, 
as  I  had  in  the  infiances  above-mentioned, 
that  this  would  be  the  prelude  to  a  general 
fit— more  efpecially  as  my  right  hand,  from 
the  firft  time  of  its  being  goutily  aftedted,  had 

been 
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"been  the  fubjedt  of  many  a  violent  paroxyfm 
— and  that  the  Gout  had  often  begun  its 
operations  in  that  particular  member,  and 
from  thence  had  diffufed  itfelf  over  my  whole 
frame - 


But  here  again — not  more  to  my  own  very 
great  fatisfadtion,  than  to  the  honour  of  Di% 
Le  Fevre’s  prognodication — was  I  midaken 
- — When  I  lhewed  him  my  hand — at  the  ufual 
time  of  his  coming  to  adminider  the  Powders 
— without  taking  any  notice  of  my  dejection, 
which  I  could  not  conceal — Did  I  not  tell 
you,  fays  he,  my  good  friend,  at  our  firft  in¬ 
terview — that  the  very  peculiar  fafety  of  my 
remedy,  confided  in  this  circum dance,  that  it 
did  not  lock  up  or  repel  the  Gout ;  but,  on 
the  contrary,  that  it  would,  for  a  courfe  of 
twenty  or  twenty-two  months,  return  into  all 
the  parts  it  had  been  accudomed  to  attack — 
With  this  difference  only — that  in  every  future 
fit  of  the  Gout,  the  duration  as  well  as  the 
pain  of  the  diforder  would  be  diminidied 
void  done  une  autre  example  de  la  verite  des 
vies  predictions  ! — but,  continued  he— Take 
courage.  Sir,  be  allured  the  Gout  will  red  in- 
the  part  where  it  now  is,  nor  even  fpread 
itfelf  to  any  of  the  adjoining  articulations — 
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This,  to  my  amazement,  was  ftri&ly  veri¬ 
fied — the  Gout  remained  in  the  joint  of  my 
fore-finger,  as  Le  Fevre  had  foretold  it  would 
— and  after  giving  me  a  confiderable  deal  of 
pain,  but  far  lefs  acute  than  what  I  had 
heretofore  experienced,  during  the  courfe  of 
fifty  or  fixty  hours  that  this  little  fit  lafted,  it 
went  entirely  off - 

Thefe  are'  the  mod  material  circumftances, 
to  which  I  was  attentive  during  my  three  fe* 
veral  courfes  of  the  Liege-medicine—- — 

I  have  only  to  add,  in  which  declaration 
each  Gouty-patient,  with  whom  I  made  it 
my  bufinefs  to  converfe  upon  the  fubjeft,  has 
feverally  concurred  with  me,  with  regard  to 
the  fame  circumftances  in  themfelves — *that 
my  appetite  and  digeftion  had  fcarce  ever 
been  fo  good,  as  throughout  the  whole  time 
of  taking  Dr,  Le  Fevre’s  Powders— At  the 
fame  time,  fo  exceedingly  fubtil  has  been  the 
hiode  of  operation  of, this  extraordinary  re- 
Temedy  in  my  particular  cafe — that  though  I 
have  the  higheft  reafon  to  be  convinced,  that 
I  have  received  the  moft  fingular  benefit  from 
it — yet  was  I  never  fenf^ble,  at  the  moment  of 
taking,  or  any  little  time  afterwards,  of  the

which,  fo  powerful  are  its  effects  upon  that 
very  capital  part  of  the  animal  machine,  that 
I  not  only  became  very  fenfible  of  the  mofl 
falutary  alteration  in  it,  having  no  longer  any 
of  thofe  acid  eradiations,  to  which  gouty  men 
are  fubjedt — but  the  medicine  has  continued 
fo  fuccefsfully  to  corredl  and  repair  the  injury 
derived  upon  the  faculties  of  the  flomach  by 
the  incurfions  of  the  Gout,  that  I  can  with 
truth  affirm,  I  have  fcarcely  ever  experienced 
any  difagreement  from  any  thing  I  have  eat 
or  drank,  from  the  time  of  the  5th  or  6th  dofe 
of  the  nrft  courfe  of  the  Powders,  to  the  pre- 
fent  hour — — •

However  amended  in  this  particular,  a  re¬ 
gard  neverthelefs  to  truth,  demands  of  me  to 
acknowledge,  that  in  another  article  I  had 
received  fo  little  benefit,  as  to  be  fomewhat 
difcontented — For  I  could  not  but  perceive, 
at  almoil  the  conclufion  of  the  laft  courle, 
that  I  was  very  little  improv’d  in  my  walking, 
or  amended  of  the  lamenefs  in  my  feet — In- 
fomuch — that  I  had  come  to  a  refolution,  had 
the  Dodtor  confented  to  have  adminiflered 
them,  to  have  taken  a  fourth  courfe  of  the 

Powders 
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Powders — But  this  worthy  and  able  Phyfi- 
cian,  with  a  firmnefs,  which  places  out  of  all 
doubt  the  certainty  of  his  full  and  entire 
knowledge  of  the  virtues  and  properties  of 
his  medicine,  refufed  it  abfolurely — declaring 
in  thefe  words — c’ejl  abfolument  inutile — at  the 
fame  time  affuring  me — that  it  gave  him  not 
the  lead  chagrin  to  find  the  lamenefs  in  my 
feet  no  more  abated — that  I  might  red  fatif- 
fied,  I  carried  the  curative  means  of  the  Gout 
as  infallibly  about  me,  as  if  I  had  taken  a 
fourth  courfe — -of  which  I  lhould  be  con¬ 
vinc'd  in  May  1771 — and  that  in  the  mean 
time,  I  might  be  perfectly  eafy  with  regard  to 
the  debility  of  the  ancle  and  indep-joints — 
for  that,  in  a  little  time,  they  would  recover 
their  due  tone,  and  that  I  ihould  once  more 
know  the  fatisfadtion  of  walking  without 
either  pain  or  lamenefs — — 

Of  the  truth  of  this  affertion,  I  have  fmcc 
my  return  to  England,  I  thank  God,  had  ab¬ 
undant  reafon  to  be  convinced — It  was  upon 
the  road,  between  Ghent  and  Tournay,  that  I 
drd  became  indubitably  fenhble  of  a  pliancy  in 
my  feet,  to  which  I  had  long  been  a  dranger 
-t— I  had  alighted  from  the  carriage,  whild 
it  dopped  to  refrefh  the  horfes,  and  had 

walked 
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walked  on  with  my  fervant  upon  the  Fave, 
in  obedience  to  that  part  of  the  Doctor’s  regi¬ 
mens,  which  prefcribes  walking  every  day — 
The  alteration  was  evident  enough  to  attract 
the  notice  of  my  fervant — In  this  point,  from 
that  time  to  the  prefent,  I  am  fo  happy  as  to 
have  been  in  a  conftant  ftate  of  improvement 
— infomuch — that  though  I  pretend  not  to  in¬ 
timate,  that  I  am  at  no  times  fenfible  of  fome 
little  pain  in  walking — yet  am  I  able  to  take 
this  very  neceflaryexercife  with  a  freedom  and 
celerity  as  extraordinary  and  unexpected  by 
my  acquaintance,  as  in  truth  it  is  by  myfelf — 

I  have,  fince  my  arrival  in  England,  been 
vifited  with  two  gouty  attacks — the  one  hap¬ 
pened  in  the  laft  week  of  December,  the  other 
in  January  ;  in  one  or  other  of  which  months 
I  have  not  efcaped  a  fevere  fit  of  the  Gout  for 
fome  years  pait — The  feat  of  the  former  was 
my  left  elbow — It  continued  fixed  to  that 
part  for  three  days,  and  then  difappeared — 
My  left  foot  was  the  fubjedt  of  the  latter 
attack — it  fwelPd — was  fiightly  inflam'd — 
but  the  pain  fo  trifling,  as  to  render  the  ufe 
of  even  flannel  unnecefFary — I  was,  however, 
lame,  for  near  a  week,  after  which,  the  parr 
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affedted  became,  I  think,  founder  than  it  was 
before - *- 

Conformably  to  Dr.  Le  Fevre’s  affurances, 
I  continue  to  be  very  frequently  fenfible  of 
the  des  lancemens  de  la  Goutte — or  little  gouty 
throbbings — indeed,  in  every  one  of  the 
parts,  which  have  been  heretofore  obnoxious 
to  the  vifitations  of  this  dreadful  malady — I 
not  unufually  am  awaken’d  by  an  effort  of 
the  Gout  to  make,  as  heretofore,  a  lodgment 
in  fome  haplefs  member,  a  hand  or  a  foot — 
but  it  is  only  an  effort — for  this  noble  and 
amazing  remedy  feems  always  upon  its  guard 
to  refill  any  violent  incurfion — If  it  permits 
its  continuation  for  any  little  time,  it  is  only 
for  a  little  time — and  it  ferves  effectually  to 
evince,  that  the  gouty  diforder  is  not  con¬ 
cealed  or  imprifoned  for  a  few  months  only, 
to  break  out  again  afrefh  with  redoubled  vio¬ 
lence — on  the  contrary,  as  is  above  obferved 
— I  have  daily  proofs  of  the  exiltence  of  the 
Gout  dill  in  my  conllitution — but  it  is  an 
exiflence  fo  dwindled  from  what  it  once  was, 
that  I  mull  confefs,  I  have  reafon  to  entertain 
the  molt  flattering  hopes,  that  by  the  time 
appointed  me  by  my  friend  Le  Fevre,  who 
has  hitherto  deceived  me  in  no  one  pre¬ 
diction, 
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diCtion,  my  Gout  will  receive  its  total  anni¬ 
hilation — 

Having  thus  ftated  my  own  Gout-cafe — * 
together  with  the  effeCts  of  the  Powders  in  it, 
fo  far  as  their  operation  has  hitherto  gone — I 
fay  as  far  as  it  has  hitherto  gone — for  I  fup- 
pofe  the  gouty  reader  may  have  already  col¬ 
lected — from  the  mention  which  has  been 
made,  that  the  fpace  of  eighteen  or  twenty 
months,  from  the  date  of  the  laft  dofe,  is  re¬ 
quired  to  effeCtuate  a  complete  cure — that  it 
is  one  of  the  ftrange  properties,  of  this  won¬ 
derful  remedy  of  Dr.  Le  Fevre's,  to  remain 
in  the  human  body,  and  to  continue  aCting 
upon  the  humours  of  it,  a  very  long  time 
after  any  farther  adminiflration  of  it  has  to¬ 
tally  ceafed — The  folution  the  DoCtor  himfelf 
gives  of  this  quality  of  his  medicine,  I  fhall 
attempt  to  give  at  the  clofe  of  my  Pamphlet — • 
I  am  now  to  proceed  to  offer  to  the  reader's 
confideration,  what  further  evidence  I  have 
been  able  to  procure,  concerning  the  proba¬ 
bility  there  is,  that  thefe  Powders  of  Dr.  Le 
Fevre,  which  have  given  occafion  to  this  little 
account  of  them,  do  actually  contain  a  fpe- 
cific  for  the  Gout - 


E 
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It  is  extremely  obvious,  that  the  only  evi¬ 
dence,  of  which  an  affair  of  this  kind  is  capa¬ 
ble,  muft  confift  in  the  teftimony  of  thofe,  to 
whom  the  Gout-powders  have  been  ad  min  l- 
fter’d — again — is  it  equally  apparent — that 
this  teftimony  will  carry  more  or  lefs  weight 
with  it — in  proportion  to  the  number  of  cafes 
•which  it  comprehends — their  inveteracy — and 
th£  length  of  time  which  has  elapfed,  fince 
the  parties  who  are  the  fubjedls  of  thefe  cafes, 
fir  ft  begun  to  take,  if  I  may  fo  fpeak,  this 
progreftive  fpecies  of  remedy — I  need  not 
take  notice,  that  this  evidence  will  be  gaining 
ftrength  every  day ;  or  otherwife,  by  the  en¬ 
tire  failure  of  the  powders,  in  two  or  three 
capital  inftances,  will  lofe  the  greater  part,  if 
not  all  its  force — — 

Hitherto,  in  the  happy  effects  of  the  Liege 
medicine  in  gouty  cafes,  there  has  not  been 
one  failure,  that  has  come  to  my  knowledge 
- — that  is,  the  Gout-remedy  has  been  admini- 
fter’d  to  no  one  perfon,  who  has  not,  in  due 
courfe  of  time,  received  confiderable  benefit 
from  it — And  I  can  affure  my  readers,  that  I 
made  the  moft  ftrid  enquiry  into  this  matter, 
during  my  refidence  at  liege — and  that — for 

T  my  own  fatirfadtion  po  lefs  than  theirs — For 

very 
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very  material  it  was  to  me,  to  be  particularly 
inquilitive  into  the  hiftory  of  every  gouty- 
adventurer,  who  had  preceded,  or  who  were 
companions  with  me  in  the  fame  enterprize- — 
otherwife  I  muft  have  return’d  to  England  at 
the  conclulion  of  the  laft  courle  of  the  Pow¬ 
ders,  with  this  only  confolation,  that  I  carried 
back  with  me  the  affeveration  of  a  foreign 
Phylician — that  at  the  diltance  of  twenty 
months  I  fhould  find  myfelf  cur’d— — — 

For  thefe  reafons,  as  it  happened,  that  I 
was  capable  of  Speaking  French  with  tolerable 
fluency,  I  made  it  my  bufinefs  to  get  intro¬ 
duced  to,  or  have  introduced  to  me,  every 
perfon,  Englifh  or  Foreigner,  except  two 
whofe  cafes  I  have  been  obliged  to  receive 
upon  report,  and  which  are  therefore  omitted 
in  this  account,  who  had  been  or  were  the 
Doctor’s  patients,  at  the  time  I  was  myfelf— 

Mr.  Robinfon — whofe  cafe,  as  he  has  over 
palied  the  time  requilitefor  the  completion  of 

*  The  name  of  one  of  thefe  perfons  is  V  anfpaftcn— 
{he  is  the  wife  of  a  Colour-merchant — i  was  inform’d, 
that  it  was  five  years  fmce  fine  took  the  Powders — that 
{he  was  old,  and  had  furviv’d  her  underfitandiug— The 
other  was  a  Peafant  in  a  country  village; — — 

hi* 
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his  cure,  has  an  undoubted  right  to  the  firft 
place  in  the  following  lift — is  -a  native  of  Italy 
— by  defeent  he  is  an  Englilhman — and  is  a 
Secular  Prieft  of  the  Church  of  Rome,  being 
Confeflor  to  the  Convent  of  Englifh  Nuns  in 
the  City  of  Liege — His  age,  at  the  time  of  my 
acquaintance  with  him,  was  about  fifty-fix. 

In  this  Gentleman,  who  is  of  a  fanguine 
and  bilious  temperament,  an  hereditary  Gout 
made  its  firft  appearance  about  fixteen  years 
fincc—From  that  period,  to  the  time  of  his 
taking  the  Powders,  he  has  regularly  had  two 
fits  every  year — the  one  in  Winter,  the  other 
in  Summer — Thefe  fits  generally  lafted  from 
five  to  eight  weeks,  and  were,  by  Mr.  Ro- 
binfon’s  defeription,  extremely  violent- — -the 
feat  of  the  dilorder  was  the  feet — and  fome- 
times,  but  in  a  confiderably  lefs  degree,  both 
hands — and  it  was  generally,  at  leaft  three  or 
four  weeks  after  the  termination  of  each  fit, 
before  he  recovered  the  full  ufe  of  his  legs — 

But  there  was  a  fymptom,  of  the  moft 
dangerous  and  alarming  nature,  that  ufually 
accompanied  Mr.  Robinfon’s  fits  of  the  Gout 
• — this  was  a  pain  in  his  head  fo  acute,  as  to 
render  the  torture  of  it,  at  leaft  equal  to  his 

other 
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other  pains— And  to  thefe  gouty  head-achs, 
but  not  with  the  fame  violence,  he  was  ex¬ 
tremely  fubjedt,  during  the  intervals  of  the 
fits — -Of  late  years,  his  conftitution,  as  he 
alfured  me,  was  become  fo  flrongly  impreg¬ 
nated  with  the  diforder — that  wine,  drank  in 
the  mod:  moderate  quantity,  or  the  expofing 
himfelf  to  any  damp  or  humid  air,  fcarcely 
ever  fail’d  to  affedt  him  with  gouty  fenfations — 

It  was  fome  time  in  the  month  of  July 

1769,  immediately  after  having  been  laid 

***** 

up  eight  weeks  with  a  violent  fit,  that  he 
fubmitted  to  take  Dr.  Le  Fevre’s  remedy — 

I  fay  fubmitted — becaufe  fuch  w^as  the  pre¬ 
judice,  at  that  time  at  Liege,  againft  this 
newly-difcover’d  medicine,  that  it  was  ima¬ 
gined  to  be  no  lefs,  than  the  hazard  of  an 
early  death,  the  confenting  to  a  courfe  of  the 
Gout-powders — : — 

The  event,  however,  with  Mr.  Robinfon, 
proved  extremely  oppofite  to  the  public  ex¬ 
pectation — He  foon  became  fenfible  of  the 
very  falutary  effedts  of  this  excellent  remedy 
• — In  the  place  of  remaining,  as  ufual,  a  fort¬ 
night  or  three  weeks,  under  an  inability  of 

walking — 
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walking— at  the  fourth  dofe  of  the  Powders,  he 

was  capable  of  walking  about  his  apartment, 
and  even  to  flrike  his  foot  forcibly  againft 
the  ground— and  the  pains  in  his  head,  the 
general  accompaniment  of  his  fits,  entirely  dis¬ 
appear’d — During  the  firft  courfe,  however, 
the  Powders  operated  as  upon  myfelf,  by  no 
perceivable  evacuation - 

In  the  fecond  courfe  of  the  Powders — their 
operation  by  fweat  manifefted  itfelf  very  fen- 
fibly — and,  in  a  particular  inflance,  very  re¬ 
markably — One  of  the  feet  of  Mr.  Robinfon 
had  been  confiderably  more  roughly  treated, 
by  the  Gout,  than  the  other,  fo  as  to  have 
had  its  articulations  not  a  little  injured — and 
this  foot  became  the  fubjedt  of  the  moft  pro- 
fufe  perfpiration,  whilft  the  other  perfpired 
not  at  all — the  refult  was — -it  recovered  its 

original  pliancy — But  in  general,  and  for  the 

_ • 

fpace  of  many  months.  Dr.  Le  Fevre's  re¬ 
medy  augmented  the  Yecretion  of  fweat,  in 
this  Gentleman,  in  a  very  eminent  degree — 
in  confequence  of  which — its  conqueft  over 
the  Gout,  in  this  inflance,  feems  to  have  been 
more  rapid  than  in  that  of  any  of  the  Dodtor’s 
patients  (except  of  a  Farrier  to  be  hereafter 

with 
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mentioned)  with  whom  I  have  converfed, 
concerning  the  effedb  of  the  Gout-powders — 

For  immediately,  or  very  foon  after  the  lad 
courfe,  it  appears,  from  Mr.  Robinfon’s  tefti- 
mony,  that  he  was  become  fo  fuperior  to  all 
gouty  impreffions  of  any  lignificancy,  that  he 
has  allur’d  me,  that  without  experiencing  the 
lead;  ill  effects  from  it,  he  expofed  himfelf, 
many  times,  to  the  danger  of  being  wet-lhod, 
by  walking  in  dewy  or  marlhy  grounds* — and 
that  neither  the  quality  nor  quantity  of  wines 
he  drank,  any  longer  excited  any  gouty  fen- 
fations  in  his  domach,  or  other  parts,  which, 
before  the  taking  the  Powders,  were  con- 
dantly  liable  to  be  adedted  by  any  variety  of 
the  fort,  or  the  lead:  excefs  in  the  quantity  of 
wine  drank - - 

Not  that  the  gouty  humour  was  lock’d  up, 
or  its  flame  only  fmother’d,  in  order  to  break 
out  again  with  renewed  violence — on  the  con- 
trary — about  the  latter  end  of  January  1768, 
this  Gentleman  had  a  regular  fit  in  one  foot, 
which,  though  the  pain  was  exceedingly  acute, 
yet,  in  the  place  of  its  wonted  time  of  tor¬ 
ture,  continued  only  three  days — lo  evi¬ 
dently 
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dently  diminifhed  was  the  force  and  vigour 
of  this  patient’s  Gout  in  fo  fhort  a  time  1  ■■'■■■■» 

In  the  month  of  June  following — about 
which  time,  according  to  the  periodic  return 
of  his  diforder,  Mr.  Robinfon  was  to  have 
expedted  his  other  annual  vifitation,  he  had  no¬ 
thing  more  than  a  few  gouty  pungencies  every 
twenty -four  hours,  for  the  fpace  of  a  month, 
which  neither  confined  him  to  the  houfe,  nor 
put  him  to  any  inconvenience  in  walking — 

In  the  month  of  December  of  the  fame 
year — the  Gout  was  reduc’d  to  only  a  (tiff- 
nefs,  in  one  of  the  wriits  of  this  Gentleman, 
accompanied  with  a  flight  fwelling  without 
any  pain,  which,  after  making  the  fame  feeble 
attack  upon  the  other  wrift,  difappear’d — • 
nor  vifited  him  any  more,  according  to  my 
information,  which  I  received  from  his  own 
mouth,  till  the  beginning  of  Auguft  1769, 
when  this  villainous  diftemper  feems  to  have 
made  its  lafl  effort — its  powers  appearing  then 
to  have  been  fo  nearly  exhaufled,  as  to  be 
capable  only  of  producing  a  gouty  fenfation 
in  his  left  foot,  fufficiently  fmart  to  awaken 
him  from  his  fleep,  but  whofe  duration  was 
.  only  five  minutes— 


Since 
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Since  this  time,  Mr.  Robinfon  has  never 
Once  been  affedted  by  any  one  gouty  fymptom 
— the  general  ftate  of  his  health  is  remarkably 
good — and  I  believe  I  may  very  fafely  allure 
the  gouty  reader,  that,  indifferently  paved  as 
is  the  City  of  Liege,  there  is  fcarcely  an  inha¬ 
bitant  in  it,  who  walks  better  or  quicker, 
than  the  Gentleman  whofe  cure  I  have  been 
relating - 

The  next  perfon,  in  fucceflion  to  Mr.  Ro¬ 
binfon,  as  a  Gout-patient  of  Dr.  Le  Fevre,  is 
one  Mrs.  Myers — This  good  woman,  who  is 
the  wife  of  a  Citizen  of  Liege,  is  however  a 
native  of  England — She  married  from  the  fa¬ 
mily  of  Lord  Sturtorq  in  which  fhe  had  lived, 
in  the  iiadon  of  Houfekeeper,  many  years— 

From  an  ignorance  concerning  the  Gout, 
natural  to  perfons  of  her  rank — Mrs.  Myers 
appears  to  have  had  this  diftemper  for  feveral 
years*  before  it  received  its  proper  denomination 
— She  is  at  prefent  in  her  fiftieth  year — and  it 
is  now  about  fifteen  years  fince  flie  became  fo 
univerfally  affe&ed  with  this  cruel  diforder,  as 
to  put  it  out  of  all  doubt,  under  what  parti¬ 
cular  ciafs  of  human  maladies  to  arrange  it — 
— Her  fits  were  long  and  frequent— and  not 

F  a  part 
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a  part  of  the  body,  which  is  ever  vifited  by 
the  Gout,  has,  in  the  cafe  of  this  patient, 
been  exempt  from  its  attacks^ - 

Her  head  and  her  domaclr  have  often  been 
very  rudely  treated  by  it — In  the  former,  as 
well  as  in  divers  of  the  articulations,  die  will, 
,  probably,  carry  to  her  grave  the  never- failing 
figns  of  having  once  had  the  honour  of  being 
a  martyr  to  the  Gout — I  mean — there  are,  in 
the  external  part  of  her  hand,  not  lefs  than 
a  dozen  chalky  excrefcences — which  I  have 
myfelf  examined - 

■ 

Of  late  years — Mrs.  Myers’s  life,  as  die 
deferibed  it  to  me,  has  been  one  continued 
feene  of  gouty  pains,  or  regular  fits  of  the  dif- 
eafe — her  confinement  to  her  bed  or  chamber, 
being  fometimes  not  lefs  than  eight  or  nine 
months  out  of  the  twelve - 

Her  health,  as  it  may  eafily  be  imagined, 
was  reduc’d  to  the  mod  deciduous  date — and 
by  the  feverity  of  the  attack  in  her  feet,  die 
had  very  little  profpedt,  but  of  being  incu¬ 
rably  lame — —• 


It 
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It  was  under  all  thefe  difadvantages — with 
one  only  favourable  circumftance  on  her  fide — 
that  of  being  naturally  of  a  found  and  robuft 
conffitution — that  in  the  month  of  February 
1768,  Mrs.  Myers  follicited  Dr.  Le  Fevre  to 
adminifter  to  her  his  remedy — to  which  he 
confented — It  has  been  intimated,  that  the  in¬ 
tervals,  between  the  Gout-fits  of  this  patient, 
had  been  for  fome  years  extremely  fhort — It 
was  in  one  of  thefe  fhort  intervals,  in  the 
month  of  February  1768,  that  Mrs.  Myers 
begun  to  take  the  Powders — So  inveterate, 
however,  was  the  gouty  difpofition  in  her  con- 
ftitution — that  the  efficacy  of  the  firft  courfe 
-prevented  not  the  return  of  the  Gout,  in  the 
month  of  March  following,  with  the  greateft 
violence — affecting  her,  as  it  generally  did, 
univerfally - — 

It  was  in  this  condition,  with  the  Gout  in  a 
greater  or  lefs  degree  conftanilv  upon  her,  that 
the  Doctor  adminifter’d,  to  this  good  woman, 
three  farther  courfes  of  his  admirable  Powders— 
He  had  been  determin’d  to  this  increafe  o i  the 
quantity  of  his  remedy — as  well  by  the  exceed¬ 
ing  ftubbornnefs  of  Mrs.  Myers’s  cafe — as  by 
an  obfervation,  that  from  her  natural  inapti¬ 
tude  to  fweat,  the  Powders,  during  the  exhi¬

duc’d  the  leaft  fenfible  operation -

At  the  end  of  the  fourth  courfe,  fucceedec} 
the  defired  perfpiration — by  which  evacuation 
almoft  folely,  the  medicine  continued  plenti¬ 
fully  to  difplay  its  effects,  for  the  fpace  of  a 
twelvemonth — Correfpondently  to  this  mani- 
feft  operation  of  the  antidote,  the  poifon  of 
the  diforder  was  every  day  diminifh’d - 

In  the  enfuing  month  of  Augyft — in  the 
place  of  an  almoft  continual  Gout,  a  {harp  fit 
in  her  hands  and  arms,  with  which  Mrs*  Myers 
was  then  attack’d,  terminated  in  the  fpace  of 
three  days— From  which  period,  every  arti¬ 
culation,  which  the  Gout  had  render’d  ftiffi* 
became  fuccefiively  more  and  more  at  liberty 
. — and  by  the  latter  end  of  October,  in  the 
fame  year,  fhe  began  to  walk  with  very  little 
perceptible  lamenefs — From  thence,  till  the 
Qdlober  of  the  prefent  year  1769,  the  time  of 
my  converfation  with  her,  fhe  has  had  only 
very  (light  returns  of  the  Gout— no  fit  of  any 
length  or  violence— and  fiie  hath  become  fo 

perfeftly  reftor’d  to  the  ufe  of  her  legs,  that  one 

* 

afternoon  of  the  laft  Summer  fhe  walk’d  the 
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full  diftance  of  eight  miles  with  very  little 
fatigue- — - 

Mrs.  Myers  was  fo  obliging,  at  my  requeft, 
to  wait  upon  me  at  my  lodgings— and  to  give 
me  the  above  relation  of  her  cafe  and  cure — - 
which  fhe  did  with  fo  much  ingenuoufnefs,  and 
fuch  an  exceeding  care  of  fpeaking  too  fan- 
guinely,  as  conveyed  to  me  the  moll  entire 
conviction  of  the  veracity  of  every  part  of  her 
narrative — indeed  if  it;  needed  any  lengthen¬ 
ing,  her  teftimony  of  the  dreadful  condition  to 
which  the  Gout  had  reduced  her,  has  been  con¬ 
firm’d  to  me  by  Lord  Sturton,  and  his  fifter,  a 
Nun  at  the  Englifh  Convent,  to  both  whom,  as 
having  lived  in  their  fervice?  fhe  hath  beei* 

well  known  many  years -

The  gouty  cafe,  the  circumflances  of  which 
I  am  next  to  relate — is  fo  extremely  capital — - 
that  I  fuppofe  it  would  have  been  impoffible 
for  Dr.  Le  Fevre,  upon  the  moft  diligent 
fearch,  to  have  found  an  example  of  the  dire 
elfeCls  of  the  Gout,  more  fmgularly  illuftra- 
tive  of  the  fovereign  virtue  of  his  fpecihc— 

It  is  the  cafe  of  Laurence  Yan,  a  Farrier, 
cf  the  village  of  Hex,  fome  three  leagues 

d.dunt 
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’diftant  from  the  City  of  Liege — with  this 
honeft  Liegois,  in  whofe  countenance  I  think 
is  difplayed  an  evident  indication  of  the  man- 
linefs  and  integrity  of  his  heart,  I  had  a  long 

and  particular  converfation — and  I  have  at 
prefent  by  me  a  memoir  of  his  Gout,  taken 
from  the  original  in  his  own  hand-writing — > 
As  the  one  correfponded  exactly  with  the  other 
■ — and  there  are  many  perfons  at  Liege,  who 

can  atteft  the  decrepid  ftate  to  which  the  Gout 
had  reduced  him — I  entertain  not  myfelf  the 
leaft  doubt,  but  the  account,  here  recited,  is 
flridtly  true— — • 

It  i9  now  upwards  of  twenty  years,  fince 
this  perfon  had  the  firil  attacks  of  the  Gout — 
Laurence  was  at  that  time  Farrier  to  a  regi¬ 
ment  of  cavalry — and  to  the  libertinifm,  as 
well  as  to  the  fatigues  incidental  to  a  military 
life,  he  very  candidly  afcribes  his  title  to  the 
Gout - 

In  like  manner  with  Mrs.  Myers,  this  Pa¬ 
tient  alfo  had  a  variety  of  gouty  fits,  for  fe- 
veral  years  before  the  diforder  was  properly 
afcertained — -But  after  a  certain  time,  the  fury

of  the  diftemper,  as  in  her  cafe,  arofe  to  fuch 
a  height,  as  to  throw  off  all  difguife,  and 

appear 
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appear  to  be — what  it  really  was — a  confirm’d 
and  inveterate  Gout - 

In  the  firil  ilages  of  his  diforder — though  his 
fits  were  fevere,  they  were  neither  very  long, 
nor  very  frequent,  and  principally  confined 

to  his  feet — But  their  duration,  as  well  as 
violence,  increafed  with  his  years  to  a  very 
tremendous  amount — For  feveral  years  pail 
he  has  been  generally  fubjed  to  three  fits  in 
the  courfe  of  the  year— each  of  which  has 
confined  him  for  two  months — The  Gout, 
according  to  his  reprefentation,  had  diffufed 
itfelf  over  his  whole  frame,  in  the  moil  terrible 
manner — Every  fymptom  almoit,  with  which 
this  diilemper  is  ever  attended,  accompanied 

the  cafe  of  this  unhappy  man — Fie  has  expe¬ 
rienced,  he  told  me,  the  moil  violent  fits  of 
the  Gout  in  his  head  and  ilomach — His  nofe 
and  organs  of  articulation,  have  been  affeded. 
with  it  in  the  moil  extraordinary  manner — and 
the  mufcles  of  deglutition  to  fuch  a  degree,  as 
nearly  to  incapacitate  him  from  fwallowing 
even  liquids— By  repeated  attacks  one  foot  was 
become  almoil  abfolutely  inflexible — The  Scia¬ 
tica  or  Gout  in  his  hip,  added  to  the  other 
ravage  the  Gout  had  made  in  his  perfon,  had 

bent 
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bent  him  almofl  double — and  his  appetite  arid 
digeftion  were  reduc’d  to  the  laft  extremity-^' 

Honeft  Laurence,  any  more  than  rnyfelf^ 
had  not  fubmitted  tamely  to  the  notion,  that 
the  Gout  was  a  remedy  and  not  a  difeafe — - 
Nature  revolted  at  the  opinion — and  all  the 
little  medical  art,  of  which  his  profefTion  had 
given  him  a  {mattering,  was  exerted,  to  prove, 
it  poffible,  the  fallacy  of  it — With  thefe  hopes, 
he  informed  me,  he  had  with  great  refolution 
and  perfeve ranee  tried  the  effedts  of  bleeding 
• — and  a  long  courfe  of  a  certain  purgative 
medicine— but  without  fuccefs — The  fecret 
of  curing  the  Gout  confifted  not  in  any  of  the 
methods  he  had  made  experiment  of — and  it 
remained  for  Dr.  Le  Fevre  to  convince  him 
however,  that  the  affair  was  not  impradticable 
- — To  this  Gentleman  was  he  recommended, 
by  a  very  amiable  German  Nobleman,  Count 
Feldebroke,  to  whofe  horfes  he  was  Farrier — 
And  in  the  month  of  February  1769- — in  the 
deplorable  condition  I  have  above  deferibed, 
at  the  inftance  of  the  Count — the  Dodtor  un¬ 
dertook  his  cure-—- 

Will  the  more  refin’d  gouty  reader  excufe 
me,  if  I  prefent  him  with  the  honeft  Farrier’s 

own 
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own  remarks  upon  the  effects  of  the  Liege- 
medicine,  literally  tranflated  from  the  manu- 
fcript  of  his  cafe,  of  which  he  favour’d  me 
with  a  copy  ? — To  feme  it  may  perhaps  be  a 
curiofity — to  fuch  I  mean  to  addrefs  it — But 
will  the  Farrier  himfelf  excufe  me,  that  I 
publilh  any  part  of  his  writings,  without  his 

confent  ? — If  I  did  not  believe,  that  the  hu¬ 
manity  of  this  honeft  fellow  would  render  it 
unneceffary — I  would  beg  the  favour  of  a 
certain  Englifh  friend,  now  at  Liege — whofe 
modefty  will  not  permit  him,  to  have  his 
name  annexed  to  his  own  cafe — to  make 

him  my  apology -

quaintance  he  has  given  it  the  encouragement 
of  his  warmed  applaufe — as  indeed,  in  gra¬ 
titude  he  ought— — 

This  Gentleman,  whofe  mantr  worthy  qua¬ 
lities  were  I  to  enumerate  them,  would  be  a 
fufHcient  dcfcription  of  him,  I  found,  upon  my 
arrival  at  Liege,  redored  to  a  date  of  health 
and  cafe  to  which  he  had  been  for  years  a 
Granger — a  date  indeed,  which  would  have 
been  mod  amazing  to  any  of  the  lad  year’s 
company  at  Spa,  who  had  feen  him  in  the 
drooping  and  almod  dying  condition,  to  which 
a  mod  inveterate  Gout,  of  thirty  years  (land¬ 
ing,  had  reduced  him - - 

A  martyr  to  this  cruel  diiorder,  in  every 
podibie  indance  of  its  perfecution,  there  is 
fcarcely  a  medicine  celebrated  for  the  cure 
or  relief  of  it,  that  this  Gentleman  has  not 
made  trial  cf — Afflidled  with  almod  every 
dreadful  fymptom,  deicribed  by  Sydenham 
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or  Warner^  in  their  detail  of  its  horrid  va¬ 
rieties,  many  are  the  watering-places  of  this 
country,  at  whofe  dreams  he  has  fought  af- 
fidance  in  the  Gout — and  not  a  few  the  Phy- 
ficians  whofe  opinions  he  has  confulted — He 
has  in  vain  courted  health  at  the  mineral 
fprings  of  Aix-la-Chapelle  and  Spa — nor  has 
he  met  with  better  fuccefs  from  his  experi¬ 
ment,  in  the  Winter  of  1769,  of  the  mild 
and  genial  air  of  the  South  of  France — I  enter 
into  no  particular  defcription  of  this  Gentle¬ 
man’s  cafe,  though  I  have  by  me  every  extra¬ 
ordinary  article  of  it,  read  deliberately  to  him.

In  the  fecond  courfe  of  the  Powders  an  al¬ 
teration  for  the  better  became  extremely  evi¬

at  the  latter  end  of  November  1769,  his  ap¬ 
petite  and  digeflion  continued  extremely  good

French-wines  without  any  inconvenience— his 
complexion,  from  that  of  a  pale  jaundic’d 
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colour  when  he  arriv’d  at  Liege,  carried  the 
mod  healthy  appearance — his  perfon,  from 
an  emaciated  date,  had  recover’d  its  former 
plumpnefs — and,  upon  the  whole,  this  Gen¬ 
tleman’s  conditution  was  become — and  I  have 
the  fatisfadtion  of  being  very  lately  inform’d 
dill  continues  to  be— univerfally  redor’d— 
and  there  is  the  dronged  prefumption  to  in¬ 
duce  belief — that  he  is  in  the  faired  way  to¬ 
wards  receiving  a  complete  cure  of  his  dis¬ 
order — — 

Thus,  to  his  own  adonilhment,  and  the 
adonifhment  of  all  this  Gentleman’s  friends — 
what  neither  the  once-fam’d  tar-water— lime- 
water — the  Portlandrpowders — a  regular  fall- 
vation — a  whole  year  of  a  milk  and  vegetable 
diet — Dr.  Drake’s  medicine — the  preferiptions 
of  different  Phyficians — nor  the  hot  or  cold 
mineral  waters  of  different  parts  of  Europe — 
(all  which  he  has  fucceflively  experienced) 
could  effectuate* — a  tea-fpoonful  of  a  certain 
Powder,  taken  for  a  certain  number  of  mor¬ 
nings,  and  producing  very  little  fenlible  ope¬ 
ration,  the  fortunate  difeovery  of  a  young 
Flemifh  Phyfician,  is  likely  to  accomplish — 
— The  age  of  Mr, -  is  fifty-four  or 

fifty-five - 
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Sorry  I  am  to  acquaint  the  Gouty-reader, 
that  the  prefence  of  this  Gentleman,  the  fight 
of  whom,  added  to  his  own  relation  of  his 
cafe,  would  produce  more  conviction  in  this 
matter,  than  ten  fuch  Pamphlets  as  the  pre- 
fent,  is  not  likely  foon  to  be  indulged  to  his 

fellow-fufferers  of  this  country — Mr. - — 

having  refolved,  according  to  my  laft  advices 
from  Liege,  to  make  the  tour  of  the  German 
Courts,  and  afterwards  to  vifit  Italy  before  his 
return  into  England - 

Befides  my  very  worthy  friend  above-men¬ 
tioned,  and  myfelf,  the  DoCtor  had  two  other 
Gout-patients  under  cure  at  the  fame  time 
with  ourfelves — Thefe  Gentlemen,  if  I  mif- 
take  not,  are  natives  of  the  Bifhopric  of  Liege 
—the  one  was  Count  Pvougrave,  Grand  Vicar 
of  the  Diocefe — the  other  Monfieur  Blavier, 
a  Colonel  in  the  fervice  of  Spain  . - 

With  each  of  thefe  Gentlemen  I  had  a  paiv 
ticular  converfation  upon  the  LbjeCt  of  the 
Liege-medicine. 

When  for  this  purpofe  I  made  a  vifit  to 
the  Count,  he  received  me  with  a  politenefs 
and  affability  which  diffinguifh  die  character 

or 
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of  this  very  agreeable  Nobleman— and,  at 
the  fame  time,  he  allured  me,  he  Ihould  rea¬ 
dily  make  me  acquainted  with  every  circum- 
ftance  of  his  diforder,  into  which  I  fhould 
think  it  material  to  inquire — Count  Rougrave 
accordingly  gave  me  this  information— 

That  he  had  been  fubjedt  to  the  Gout 
feven  or  eight  years,  but  not  with  any  ex¬ 
treme  violence — -that  he  generally  had  one  lit 
in  the  fpace  of  eight  or  nine  months,  which 
ufually  confined  him  to  his  apartment  for  the 
fpace  of  fix  weeks  or  two  months— and  that 
the  gouty  attacks  were  generally  in  his  feet 
and  knees — that  he  had  frequently  fevere 
gouty  head-achs — and  that  his  appetite  and 
digeftion  were  very  indifferent,  which  he  at¬ 
tributed  to  the  effedts  of  the  gouty  humour— 

It  was~in  September  lalt,  that  the  Count 
began  to  take  the  Powders— About  the  fourth 
or  fifth  day  of  the  firlt  courfe,  he  was  attack’d

arife,  who  can  treat  the  Gout  more  fkilfully 
than  this  Gentleman,  one  may  fairly  enough,
